range of the’ fimily whose child’ has 
been stolen. ‘That the: children mise. 
ing ara ‘chiefly of the female sex, and 
that alunost invariably-a hag of the worst 
character. is found to be mixed up in the 
matter, points to but.one conclusion as to, 
the fate for which they. are-reserved: In 
other cases, when male children - have 
bedn the victims, the ontrige has almost 
invariably found-to have been prompted 
by tho’ hopes ‘of “squetzing ” the’ vela- 
tives by:-obtaining a ransom, which in 
most. cases is willingly paid to the scoun- 
drels who unke kidnapping -a regular 
business, His Excellency fully recog- 
nizes the fact that’ we cannot afford 
in - Hongkong to permit. this “domes. 
tic. imjtation of brigand. life, and is 
evidently willing ‘to use every. means 
at his disposal for’its. repression, .
